DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's remarks to the restriction filed on 1/4/2006 have been 
acknowledged. The previous restriction has been withdrawn, see below for 
clarification on a new restriction. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

I. Claims 1-68, drawn to an apparatus and method for dispensing and 
storing flexible conduit, classified in class 604, subclass 164.01. 

II. Claims 69-85, drawn to a method of dispensing fluid, classified in 
class 604, subclass 501 . 

III. Claims 86-102, drawn to a method of using a medical sensor, 
classified in class 604, subclass 503. 

The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by 
hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the device of 
Group I can be used to deliver a guidewire for coronary thrombosis treatment 
which is divergent from the scope covered in Group II. The device of Group I 
can be also be used without the aide of medical sensor to deliver a guidewire for 
coronary thrombosis treatment of for sampling of a biological fluid which is 
divergent from the scope of Group III. In addition the device of Group I can be 
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operated independently irrespective of a sensed body condition to treat the 
patient or sample. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the 
reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of 
their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: 

A: Figure 1A 
B: Figure 1B 
C: Figure 2 

The species are independent or distinct because are drawn to different 
embodiments as disclosed in the specification as exemplary embodiments of the 
conduit device and of the storage container with respect to component design 
with no internal mechanism, manually controlled mechanism, and an 
automatically directed mechanism. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a 
listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 
An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .141 .
